Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Appliants' attorney argued that the cleaning step for the removal of 
polymer from etching the BARC layer followed by etching was not the transposition of two process step in the Chen 
reference because the polymer affects the patterning. However, Examiner stated the attorney arguments are not a 
substitute for evidence on the record. Applicants' attorney also argued that in claim 9, "in-situ" processing means in a 
single chamber. However, Examiner interpreted Chen's multi-chamber apparatus as "in-situ" because the processing 
occurs in a vacuum sealed environment.
